And while there seems to be no doubt that the plan is 
adequate, in terms of coverage, two major points presented 
themselves for consideration. 


First, the best plan couldn’t be considered because a 


state law interfered. 
The Massachusetts Mutual bid — at a lower cost, and 
with better coverage — was automatically excluded be- 


cause it violated, in the Selectmen’s opinion, a statute 
which governs the amount of coverage a town can pur- 
chase. This law, and superfically we doubt that the law 
is sound, states that the town and its employees can’t 
buy any better insurance plan than is purchased by the 
next higher level of government. Thus the town’s insur- 
ance was governed by the extent of the Essex County 
insurance plan for employees of the county. That the 
Mass. Mutual coverage might have been much better and 
less expensive for our own community could not be con- 
sidered, 

Secondly, the Insurance Advisory Committee strongly, 
and unanimously, recommended a plan proposed by the 
Aetna Insurance Co, The Committee said it appeared that 
the Aetna plan offered better coverage in the field of long 


illnesses and those not requiring hospitalization. The 


at most, would have been $1.12 month for 
each employee, during the first year. This rate was to 
shrink, during the next five years, to a point where there

cost, more a 


50 cents difference per month, per em- 
ployee. 

However the employees had established an arbitrary 
maximum — under $9 — beyond which they would not go. 
Whether hindsight will show this to have been foolhardy, 
only time will tell. 

In any event, knowing the requirement that at least 75 
percent of the employees must enroll, the Selectmen felt 
that it be a waste of time to debate the plans 
when only one fell under the price limit set by the em- 
P. ployees.

That’s how the decision on insurance was made — on 
price, not coverage. And to top it all, the best, and chea- 
pest plan, couldn’t even be considered under provisions 
of the state law. 

Whether this makes sense, or whether the town will see 
the day when regrets are in order, no one knows.It should 
be remembered, if that day comes, that the price range 
was established by those who would be covered under the 
plan, and not by the Selectmen; nor did the Insurance 
Advisory Committee recommend the adopted plan as the 
best one in terms of coverage. 


Report Obscene Literature 


The United States Postmaster General, Arthur E. Sum- 


| merfield, has appealed for help from any person receiving 


obscene mail, or advertisements soliciting the sale of 


obscene material. 
Although 
pens anywhere else, but not here, actually the problem 


this may seem to be something that 


hap- 


is of as much concern to us as it is to any person in the 
country. 


There is no guarantee that any of us, perhaps even 
hundreds in the community, might receive such mail — in 


first class, unmarked envelopes that defy post office in- 


spection before delivery. 


The only way that postal inspectors can investigate 


this type of mail is to receive complaints from the re- 
. pients. Thus the federal postal authorities have asked 
that any person receiving mail — which might include 


advertising about films, books, dirty pictures, slides or 


any sort of filth — be reported immediately to the postal 


authorities. In our case, a call to the Post Office would 


initiate investigation. 
[t’s important to do this, rather than to throw the mate- 


rial away, because this is the only way to eventually 


locate the persons responsible. There should be no em- 


barrassment about calling, for the persons in this objec- 


tionable business send the material to people everywhere, 


using all sorts of lists, obtained from many sources. Thus 


there is no implication that the individual in any Way 


solicited the material or has any knowledge of it. 


We urge everyone to call the proper authorities, if the 


materials referred to here are sent into the community.

25 Years Ago — May, 1934 

Andover has gone up in its 
population from 9,969 in 1930 to 
10,129 now, according to the 
Massachusetts Unemployment 
Cencus conducted during the 
winter. Andover was shown to 
have a low unemployment rate, 
with only 17.3 percent of the 
4,365 employable workers looking 
for employment. Of the town’s 
total available work force, 3,076 
are men and 1,289 are women. 

Commencement activities begin 
next week at three of the town’s 
private schools. Phillips Aca- 
demy, Abbot Academy and Briggs- 
Allen Schoo! will all begin tradi- 
tional activities,

Aetna Plan 

Chairman James Doherty, re 


porting to the Selectmen, said the 
Aetna package plan offered iden- 
tical surgical coverage to that of 
Blue Cross-Blue Shield. 

But the report further compared 
the plans, pointing out that the 
committee members believe other 
benefits of the Aetna plan ex- 
ceeded those of Blue Cross.

William 
Donner was president of the 
Donner Steel Co. of Buffalo, N.Y., 
until its sale to Republic Steel 
Corporation in 1929. 

Phillips Academy, Mount Her- 
mon School, Phillips Exeter Aca- 
iemy and the Hill School earlier 
shared in a $2,000,000 Donner 
zrant which provided scholarships 
for needy, promisinz The 
zrant was the larzest amount which 
any foundation has ever made 
available for scholarship aid to 
independent secondary education.
